The Romulus Police Department 
has received many inquiries regarding 
how citizens and businesses in our city 
should react to the perceived terrorist 
threat in and around this area. 

Please note that | say “perceived” 
threat. We have met with the FBI, the 
United States Secret Service, and the 
Metropolitan Airport Operations direc- 
tors. No agency has received any con- 
firmed terrorist threat or identified any 
active terrorist groups in the Country 
as of this writing. There are extremist 
groups whoare present today, were here 

“yesterday, and will be here tomorrow. 
This is a free country. 

Yes, there is reason to be cautious, 

and the possibility of terrorist activity 

is greater than it has been before in this 
country. The more threatening danger 
is overreaction. 

The criminal element in this country 
isanever-present fact oflife. The chance 
of being a victim of terrorist activity, 
even in today’s climate. is still far less 


than that of being a victim of the ordi- 
nary criminal acts which are an unfor- 
tunate part of our society. 

The precautions to take today are 
the same ones that we should always 
observe, but which we sometimes for- 
get. Be observant; look around as you 
walk or drive. Be conscious of suspi- 
cious behavior. As we suggest in our 
neighborhood watch groups, look out 
for your neighbors. You are more aware 
of what is normal and who belongs in 
your neigborhood than are the police 
or anyone else. If you see someone or 
something out of the ordinary, call the 
police. The fastest way to receive assis- 
tance is, as always, to dial 9-1-1. 


In and around your place of busi- 
ness, you should remove or discard any 
unnecessary containers or trash. Keep 
storage rooms and unused office space 
locked. Keep outside areas well lit and 
free of obstructions to vision. Be atten- 
tive to any packages or other objects 
which are not identifiable or do not ap- 
pear to belong. O

current crisis. We support our officers 
and citizens who are being called to 
service. We offer them and their families 
our fu!l support and best wishes. They 
represent the freedoms and liberty in- 
herent in our way of life.

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Local Resident 
Wysocki Pleads Guilty 


Sentenced to Serve 11‘ to 15 Years on 
Criminal Sexual Conduct Charge ——

Local resident, George Wysocki, is 
presently sitting out a sentence of 1% 
to 15 years in Jackson Prison. 

Wysocki pled guilty to one charge 
of criminal sexual conduct in the sec- 
ond degree. (He had been charged with 
four counts of the same crime.) 

This was not the first time that 
Wysocki has been charged with sexual 
crimes. According to the Romulus Po- 
lice Department, he was charged with 
accosting children for immoral pur- 
poses in 1964 and given two years of 
probation. 

Wysocki, 47, is married, but it is not 
known if he has any children. 

This particular crime, committed 
against a seven-year-old male, was re- 
ported to the police on April 5, 1990. 
The Prosecutor's Office issued a war- 
rant charging Wysocki with four counts 
of criminal sexual conduct in the sec- 
ond degree. Just a few months previ- 
ously, Wysocki had faced a similar 
charge in acase involving a young male 
in the same neighborhood, but was not 
convicted. 

The presiding judge in this case was 
Judge Carnavalle. The trial was a bench 
trial, which means that there was no jury 
involved because Wysocki had agreed 
to plead guilty to one of the four charges. 

Wysocki was sentenced in January 
of 1991 and, according to the Romulus 
detective handling the case, Wysocki 
must serve two-thirds of his minimum 
sentence before becoming eligible for 
parole. That means that he could pos- 
sibly be released within a matter of 12 
months. 

It is believed that Wysocki had lived 
in the City of Romulus for at least the 
last 10 or 11 years, and possibly longer. 
According to one source, members of 
the church that Wysocki attends could 


not believe that he had committed such 
a crime. 

In another case in Romulus last 
week, a man was picked up for the 
armed robbery of two Total gas sta- 
tions in Romulus. (No one was injured 
in the holdups.) If convicted, this man 
faces aminimum sentence of two years 
and a maximum sentence of life be- 
cause he committed the robberies with 
a gun. 

| find it ironic that our judicial sys- 
tem seems to value money more than 
the mental and physical health of a 
child. Of course, the judge could have 
given Wysocki a much stiffer minimum 
sentence, especially since he had been 
convicted of a similar crime in 1964, 
but this particular judge (who has been 
under fire in the past for his actions on 
the bench) chose not to do so. 


Anytime achildis sexually molested 
and it can be proven that the defendant 
did, in fact, commit the crime, then it 
seems to me that he or she should be 
given the maximum sentence that the 
law allows to keep him or her off the 
streets for many, many years, and not 
just a few months. 

There are many adult victims of 
sexual-misconduct crimes, and that is 
bad enough, but, when the victims of 
such crimes are children, male or fe- 
male, it is time for the judicial system 
to take a closer look at its sentencing 
policies. Overall sentences should be 
much more harsh, with minimum sen- 
tences as close to the maximum as 
possible. 

Even when no physical damage is 
sustained by the children who are vic- 
tims of sexual crimes, they still face a 
lifetime of mental anguish. The law 
should really get serious about this 
matter. D0

New Law Gives Landlords Power To 
Evict Drug Dealers 

A new State law gives landlords 
more power to evict drug dealers from 
Federal, State, or local subsidized hous- 
ing. Landlords may reclaim an apart- 
ment or house within seven days if the 
tenant possesses controlled substances 
on the premises. Previously, failure to 
pay rent, damage to the property, or be- 
havior causing a serious health hazard 
were the only violations that fell under 
the seven-day eviction notices.

The measure allows forState reimburse- 
ment of up to $2,000 in expenses, such 
as reasonable adoption fees, court costs, 
and attorney fees.

It’s a Point 
of Law

A bankruptcy does not discharge 
an individual from a debt owing to a 
spouse, former spouse, or child, in con- 
nection with a separation agreement. 

In order for alimony to be nondis- 
chargeable, it must be shown that itis 
truly alimony and not merely a property 
settlement. Merely designating payment 
as alimony is insufficient to make the 
payment nondischargeable. 

For example, a husband and wife di- 
vorce and the husband must pay $50 per 
week child support, $50 per week alimo- 
ny, and a $5000 cash payment to the 
wife as part of a property settlement. 
After the divorce, the husband files bank- 
ruptcy. The support and alimony pay- 
ments are nondischargeable. However, 
the cash payment is dischargeable and 
the husband would not have to pay it. 

It is sometimes difficult to deter- 
mine the nature of alimony. Payments 
on ahome mortgage for the benefit of 
an ex-wife are sometimes considered 
alimony and nondischargeable in bank- 


‘tuptcy. The assumption of marital debts 


by the husband may be dischargeable 
in bankruptcy, thus leaving the ex-wife 
forced to pay the debts. 

Inshort, bankruptcy cancause many 
problems to property settlements in adi- 
vorce proceeding and all parties should 
be aware of the consequences of a party 
filing bankruptcy after the divorce.

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New Bus-stop Laws 


New school-bus-stop laws, which took 
effect when school resumed in January, 
are providing a different ‘‘light look’’ for 
motorists at many bus stops, AAA Mich- 
igan and the Michigan State Police report. 

Amendments to the Michigan school- 
bus-stop law, signed on December 20 by 
outgoing Governor James J. Blanchard, 
spell out guidelines for motorists to fol- 
low, depending on the buses’ flashing 
lights system. 


““How a driver responds when ap- 
proaching or following a school bus de- 
pends on what lights are on and if the bus 
is moving or stopped,’ said Robert V. 
Cullen, AAA Michigan Community Safe- 
ty Services manager. 

Motorists should be familiar with the 
following situations. 


On Buses with Overhead Red and Yellow 
Lights 

This new lighting system is being 
phased in on all Michigan school buses. 
If overhead yellow lights are flashing, 
drivers should be prepared to stop, be- 
cause flashing red lights are about to be 
activated. When overhead red lights are 
flashing, approaching and following mo- 
torists must come to a complete stop not 
closer than 20 feet from the stopped 
school bus. Drivers must not proceed 
until the signals are turned off.

On Buses with Overhead Red Lights Only 
These buses with the standard over- 
head red light system will eventually be 
phased out. If the overhead red lights are 
flashing and the bus is moving, motorists 
should prepare to stop. When red lights 
are flashing and the bus is stopped, mo- 
torists must stop no closer than 20 feet 
from the bus. Drivers must not proceed 
until the signals are turned off. 
All School Buses 

When yellow hazard lights are flash- 
ing (located midway or near front and 
back bumpers of bus) on a moving or 
stopped bus, motorists may proceed with 
caution past the bus. 

Michigan’s school-bus-stop law (P.A. 
187), originally passed in July 1990, re- 
quires all new Michigan school buses to 
be fitted with yellow overhead lights in 
addition to the red lights currently on all 
buses. Retrofitting of old buses, though 
not required, is encouraged for more uni- 
form and safer bus stops. 

The amendments to P.A. 187 are de- 
signed to correct difficulties experienced 
by some districts. School districts were 
permitted to use a previous bus stop law 
in which red lights were activated 200 feet 
prior to the stop. This was for buses not 
fitted with overhead red and yellow lights. 

The overhead red-and-yellow-light 
system is in use in 49 states. National stud- 
ies have found that the system provides a 
much safer environment for students by 
reducing illegal passes of stopped buses.

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You ask how long | can talk ona 
telephone for 29 cents? | can talk long 
enough to say whatever | was going to 
say in a letter, and, as far as the dis- 
tance is concerned, you can call many 
places in the United States — literally 
long-distance, out-of-state calls — for 
29 cents or less, and still get your mes- 
sage across. 

The trouble with the phone compa- 
ny, as with most of the utilities (| con- 
sider a phone a.utility), is that the gov- 
ernment gives them too much freedom 
to do to you as they please, and you 
have absolutely nothing to say. How 
many times have you ever in your life 
heard of a utility company being turned 
down for arate increase? Why does the 
government allow utilities and the post 
office to charge us when they make a 
bad business deal? Can you speculate 
that you'll make $50,000 this year and, 
when you don’t make that much, have 
everyone in the Country pay the differ- 
ence to you, regardless of the reason 
for that difference?

There is so much waste in the postal 
service (as in many other government 
agencies) that it makes you sick to your 
stomach. 

As far as free postal service for our 
soldiers in the Middle East is concerned, 
maybe you should check out your facts 
because they’re all wet. 

As a matter of fact, | received, just 
today, a call from a Romulus resident 
who told me that just the opposite is 
true. Her husband is in the Middle East,

Little League 
Baseball

Now that we are in the off season, 
many players and parents may think 
that Little League Baseball is not still 
active in our community. Actually, the 
process of putting together the enor- 
mous volunteer effort for the 1991 sea- 
son has already begun. 

The Board of Directors has been 
busy assembling the framework of a 
new season in Romulus Little League. 

The divisions of our league are 
T-Ball, Minor, Major, Junior, Senior, and 
Big League. 

We expect to return with six T-Ball 
teams this year. T-Ball is played by six-, 
seven-, and eight-year-olds in a non- 
competitive environment. We envision 
some of the T-Ball schedule to be played 
on anew, third field at Mt. Pleasant, as 
well as on the two fields already there. 

We are looking for eight teams to 
play in the Minors division this year. 
The Minors play on a60-foot base path 
and utilize a pitcher to deliver the ball 
to the batter. The division is basically 
made up of boys and girls ages eight, 
nine, and 10, although special circum- 
stances may indicate that some 11- and 
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12-year-olds might develop their skills 
here as well. Twelve-year-olds, however, 
may not pitch in the Minors. 

This is an excellent place for adult 
volunteers to begin an association with 
Little League Baseball. The Minor Divi- 
sion is strictly instructional in competi- 
tive terms; however, scorebooks are 
kept here on individual games, even 
through there are no standings for the 
season. Many of our Majors coaches 
and managers begin development of 
their skills here. 

At present, we are seeking a Minor 
League Player Agent to represent this 
division on the Board of Directors and 
to serve as a liaison between the Board 
and the managers. 

The Major League is the flagship of 
Little League Baseball. In fact, it is the 
only division we are required to field in 
order to remain affiliated with the Na- 
tional Little League. This year should 
see the return of six teams: Blue Jays, 
Reds, Tigers, Astros, Angels, and A’s. 
The new schedule will be expanded to 
20 games in order to better prepare our 
12-year-olds for All-Star competition in 
July. 

Anew wrinkle this year is the sepa- 
ration of the 13-year-olds into a Junior 
Division. Our Juniors will play a com- 
bined schedule for the first time with 
Taylor Northwest Little League. Many 
12-year-old players from last season 
have expressed the opinion that more 
players will move up as a result of this 
change because, now, they will not be 
looking at a year of playing substitute 
while the older players make up the reg- 
ulars and play the infield. In the Jun- 
iors, all the players are 13. 

Similarly, our Senior Division is ex- 
pected to benefit by this new structure. 
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Now, the Senior divisions will draw on 
players who are all 14 and 15 years old. 
This will automatically increase the 
level of competition. Add into the equa- 
tion the State Championship level of 
competition they will face from Taylor 
Northwest, as well as a look ahead to 
the improved drafts coming from the 
Juniors, and you'll see that the Senior 
Division should provide exciting base- 
ball of a new dimension. 

And, speaking of championship- 
level baseball, the Romulus Big League 
(made up of 16-, 17-, and 18-year-old 
players) is back. Bigger, better, and 
stronger than ever, the Romulus Big 
League is on the attack, returning to de- 
fendits District 5 Championship against 
all comers. 

Registration for T-Ball through Sen- 
iors will be held at the Romulus Recrea- 
tion Center (on Bibbins at Shook) on the 
following dates: Wednesday, Febru- 
ary 13, from 6 to 7 p.m.; Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 16, from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m.; and 
Wednesday, February 20, from6to7 p.m.

any one of you to spend just one full 
day in your son’s or daughter’s class- 
room and either assist the teacher or 
just observe. If you still don’t feel that 
this is a problem, then let me give you 
one example of what | am talking about. 
Your son or daughter is in a second- 
grade class that has 35 students; some 
are first graders and the rest are second 
graders. The teacher is trying to teach 
reading skills. She may have to instruct 
them at four different levels. Level one 
is the young first graders who are just 
starting to learn how to read. Level two 
is the older first graders who know the 
basics and are ready to move on. Level 
three is the young second graders who 
are having trouble with the second- 
grade reading level. Last is level four, 
the older second graders who are read- 
ing at almost the third-grade level. 
Now, in this group of 35, there are 
one or two students who are having a 
bit of trouble, but, with a little individual 
attention, it can be worked out. Do you 
see the problem? That child could be 
your child and will miss out on the most 
important subject taught in school. 
By now, | hope you are asking your- 
self, “How can | help?” The answer is, 
get involved! Attend the School Board 
meetings and voice your opinions.

The Romulus School District is on 
its way to being one of the most suc- 
cessful school districts in the Nation 
by the infusion of multimedia technol- 
ogy in each building. The buildings will 
be equipped with an Integrated Infor- 
mation System (IIS), which will use a 
combination of copper wire and fiber- 
optics to deliver instructional informa- 
tion to each classroom in the form of 
voice, video, and data transmissions.

ogy project” will provide each class- 
room in every school with five PCs and 
a printer, plus a teacher PC for his/her 
use and as a classroom-wide teaching 
tool. This classroom of the twenty-first 
century will be connected to a school- 
wide local-area network. In each class- 
room, specially designed carrells will 
house the PCs, with a place for the 
classroom printer. Each computer will 
be connected via a network, through 
conduit, to a centralized file-serving 
PC. Additional work stations will be 
located throughout the school and in 
the redesigned and restructured in- 
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structional media center. 

The teacher will have access to a 
large variety of courseware and tools 
from the central file server (i.e., read- 
ing, math, science, writing, and an en- 
cyclopedia set). 

Although the School District is off 
to a good start in evaluating systems 
and platforms that will meet our needs, 
much work lies ahead.
